Berlin, March 15. — Count Herbert 
Bismarck has certainly eloped with 
Princess Elizabeth of Carolath Benthon. 
Both arrived at ilessiii, several weeks 
ago. The [irincess is the wife of Prince 
CharlesJ of L'arolatli Heiithen, count of 
Schonarateh and chief of one of the 
first Prussian ^amilies, and hereditary 
member of the upper house. The faith- 
less wife is a stepsister of Prince Her- 
mann of Ilatzefodt Traclienberg, head 
of the Catholic family bearing that 
title since 17-1 1, and daughter of the 
countess of Reichenbach. Slie has one 
daughter, l^iiicess Ty-bella, now 14 
years of age. Prince Carolath, who is 
3C, has left parliament and retired to 
his estates in Silesia. lie will com 
mence a divorce suit. Count Herbert 
Bismarck, whose age is 32, was form- 
erly secretary to his father, who had 
destined him as his ch ief assistant and 
eventual successor. It is said that this 
domestic calamity is the chief cause of 
Bismarck's recent irritability and bad 
humor. 

St. PETERSiit Rt;, March 15. — The 
provinces are ([uict and free from e.v- 
citenient. To day streams of foot pas- 
sengers passed uii and down the street 
where the assassination took place. It 
is a.sserted that if tho czar had permit- 
ted himself to be driven on in his car- 
riage after the first explosion the catas- 
trophe might have been averted, yet it 
is regarded as certain that more assas- 
sins were jiosted in ditl'erent in dilJ'er- 
ent parts of tho city.

wholesome influence ujion the home 
afi'airs of the empire. The now em- 
peror it is bolicvcil i)Osscsses the reiiui- 
tite elements for soothing down exist- 
ing differences among tho nobility and 
reconciling that portion of the aristo- 
cracy who showed signs of dissatisfac- 
tion because of the measures of progress 
undertaken by the late emperor. 

Paris, March 15. — Tho new emper- 
or of Russia is almost entirely ignor- 
ant of the afi'airs of state. He will 
probably set aside his father's advisers. 
Privy Councillor Pobcdoiiossea would 
bring with him bias and narrowness 
such as would not allay internal or 
foreign disquiet. As to his domestic 
policy, neither the czar's personal caiia- 
citv nor his friends and advisors, nor 
the circumstances of his accession, war 
rant the expectation of his inaugur.a- 
lion of a more conciliatory or liberal 
course. Indications are that he will 
adopt repression. The czar is said to 
be anti-Gorman, hut this is a vague 
expression. Greece has now an un- 
questionable zealous champion in the 
empress of Russia. 

The czar handed over to General 
MelikoH entire direction of affairs and 
has summoned deputations from the 
eountrv at large to consult upon [the 
best means to adopt against anarchy 
and .sedition. The garrison was kept 
ready all night in case a disturbance 
should occur.

Vu:nna, March 15. — A dispatch says 
that Princess Dolgourouke, morganatic 
wife of the czar, has left St. Petersburg 
and will not return. 

St. PicTKKSiiLiio, March 15. — Tho 
remains will lie in state, in the chapel 
of the palace tifeei;ii days, and prayers 
will bo said nightly. The minister of 
tho interior states that one of the chief 
organizers of the attack on the czar, 
arrested March 11th, has confessed com- 
plicity and denounced Roussakoff in 
parson. Roussakoli" being shown tho 
second bomb, was himself mortally 
woundt^d, and recognized hisaccomplice. 
The house from which Roussakoff ob- 
tained the bombs has been discovered. 
As soon as tho police appeared the male 
occupant shot himself, but a woman 
living with him was arrested. The 
police found a number of grenailes and 
proclamations stating that the assassi- 
nation would be accomplished by two 
persona This morning a young man 
entei'ed the house and was arrested, but 
not until he had flreil a revolver six 
times, wounding three policemen. 

PAiu.s, March 15, — A. letter from 
Geneva in the lutransignentsays: After 
the abortive attempt at tho Winter 
Palace the police seized 400,000 francs 
constituting tho nihilist fund, and un- 
til they had gotten together more 
money the revolutionary party were 
obliged to keep quiet. Warnings were, 
however, repeateilly sent tho emperor, 
the last one reaching him on the 3rd 
inst,, but all were disregarded. As- 
sassination was determined upon, and 
to divert the police, the nihilists let it 
be sujiposetl that the explosives were 
being manufactured in London, while 
they were being [irep.'irod in St. Peters- 
burg. The fatal hombs wi^re loatled by 
women. The writer adds that there is 
no nihilist of the name of Roussakoff. 

Rochefort prefaces the above by an 
article in which ho offi.-rs a wager tlia*, 
before twelve months ))asses Alexan- 
der 111, will iiave granted Russia a 
constitution. 

Voltaire has a telegram that the en- 
trails of the emperor literally gashed 
out when the bomb struck him.

Voltaire counsels the now. czar 
to break at once with Bismarck and 
the CJermans. Our wishes are neither 
untimely nor impertinent. The new 
czar will bo l''rencli enough for us if ho 
is thoroughly Russian.

Onv remarks 
on a previous occasion ho characterizes as 
a tissue of falsehoods; he undertakes 
to prove them to be such by asserting that 
tho rule inserted in tho school report of 
187(5 was u.>t published till after Mr. 
Nicholson's letter of ro3igu;ition w:i3 sent 
in to the Board of Education; and that if 
in existence Mr. N. was ignorant of it. 
The ct)rre8pondo"t can easily nacertnin by 
rofereiico to the siohool Report of 1875 
and '76 that tho amended School Act re- 
ceived tho Lieut. -Gi ivcrniir's assent on 
the 10th :May; tliat in August following 
Mr. Nicholson received the .•i;)puintmoMt 
of HikIi .School Master and th'it lie re- 
signed tho position early tho next month.

Mr. DniHiniond prcseiitoil .i report from 
the Select Oommitteo appointed to visit 
tlio schools, gaol and liospital, wliiuh hav- 
ing been read it was ascertained to l)e uii- 
bioiied. 

BoiiiL; called upon to do so, Sir. Driiiu- 
iiionu .sijjiiod the report as chairman. 

Air. McGillivray. — Tho report is wrong. 
Fivo dollars a quarter was agreed upon as 
tliu foo for tho high school. 

Mr. Drunimond. — Five dollars u montli 
■ in right. I have tho original in my desk, 
lie then proceeded to read a niinurity re- 
port on tho same subject. Tlii.s report 
approved of tho condition of tlic main 
school, but condoinns tho condition of the 
high school building and grounds; tho 
average attendance is 55. Ho rocoinnicnds 
rough shod.s and forms to pi'otcct aoholars 
from tho ]ii;.;h uiud.s; tlu' W. C.'.^ ro- 
quirctl revision and tlie feiioes strengih- 
oning. It was his iiidividuiil report, en 
tirely. 

Mr. Qalbraitli moved that the report bo 
referred back in tlie cimunittce for revis- 
ion 

Mr. Wilson said SCO per year was too 
high a fee to ask, and tho conimittoe 
should have a chance to revise their re- 
port. 

Mr. Williams wanted no interforonce 
with tho free school system. 

Tho reports were referred back. 

SUI KKME t Ol'IlTS III LI.. 

Mr. Smitho coniplainod of the action of 
tho House in reading this bill a third 
time with an important amendinoiit last 
night. It was irregular. Ho had waited sev- 
eral weeks for tho third reading to be 
moved, and while absent on NVednead.ay 
night for a few moments tho bill was 
rushed through tho Huii.se. Tt ought not 
to have boon citirely disposed of in so 
summary a maimer and ho thought the 
third reading should he discharged and 
tho measure brougiit tiefore tho House 
again. 

Mr. Walkeni .said that no disadvantage 
had been taken of the hnn. genllenian. 
The bill would be subject to a suspending 
clause and if Bill No. "J? passed tho House 
it was likely tho oiio nowreferredto would 
not bo put in force.

Mr. Smithe asked why .*:)00 was enter- 
ed for school inspectors ( 

Mr. Boavcn explained that schools in 
other part.s of the province might bo in- 
spected by local in3i)octor3. 

In reply to Mr. Wilson, Mr. Humph 
roys said that unless it was necessary it 
would be incurring a useless exponsu to 
require the suporintondont to visit the 
schools. 

Mr. Wil.Hon complained of tho defective 
method of inspection. 

Mr. Smithe said tho country schonls 
had been neglected during tho past year 
or two, and great laxity had resulted. 
The superintendent had passed up and 
down in tho coast steamer and had never 
visited tlicCowichan schools, alleging tliat 
ho had no time. 

Mr. Huniplireys said tho time of tlie 
superintondeiit was taken up by the duti;::-. 
of his ofSco at Victoria. Ho i:i an elliciciit 
officer. 

Mr. Wilson had not quostionwl tl;o lit- 
noss of tho oHicer, but ho did find fault 
with his failure to visit or inspect tho 
schools. 

Tho itcin was passed. 

Victoria district schools, Sil,140. 

Mr. Pimbury proposed to reduce thi.s 
atnount to 88000. Ho would move to cut off 
the high school item entirely. ThrMUgli- 
out tho province tliero woro upwards of 
200 scholars v.-ho wore dostitutu of the 
commonest facilities for acquiring learn- 
ing. .Ghcinainus and jMaync Island were 
denipd for free schools, wjiilo Vjoturiiv 
childicn v.-oro enjoying: tliu boaoflta of a 
high o'.iss education. When ho saw suoh 
unfaiimi* hethoufflitthtttuntil the means 



ef acquiring knuu lodgo w.as placed within 
tho reach of every child in tho province 
the stato should not provide for educa- 
tional braiiehes of the higher class. 

Mr. Mara had always thought tlio higli 
school should bo self-suataiiung. He did 
not think this au opportune time to bring 
in an amoudiuont like this, and although 
in part agreeing with it, he did noji' think 
at tho present tune he coidd vote fo^ the 
amendmont. 

Mr. Beaven said the amount .asked 
was small. $1.'S40 [irovided for tho edu- 
cation of ,oO or 00 pupils some of wliom 
had become teachers and others uf wIihiii 
had boon litted for important positions in 
life. 

Air. Pimbury said that at U'iUiaiiis 
Lake whore there were only 18 children 
of schoolagc a school distriot was created, 
while at Mayiie Island where there are 20 
childron of schoolagc there were no edu- 
cational privilege? at all. 

Mr. Smitho said tlie amendment wa.s 
of a rather swooping character, but t!ie 
hon. mover was smarting under a sense 
)f grave_ injustice towards tho people of 
his district. Tlie govornmont mot every 
application for a scliool in Cowichan with 
tho reply that there was no money for tho 
piirposc while a high school was main- 
tained at A'ictoria. Ho thought, however, 
that tho matter should bo approached in 
a dili'oront way. F our out of live inem- 
bors of tho Select Committee had reported 
in favor of a feo being paid by thosoliolars 
in attendance at tho Jiigh school— an in- 
stitution whicli was supported by the 
taxes paid by the settlors of .Mayiie Is- 
land, Clicmainus and Sliuwiiigan. 
Ho was of opinion tiiat the amend- 
ment should bo modilied in pome way to 
meet tho views of tho House. If tho 
high sch<>ul wore closed to-day a certain 
number of the scholars would be thrown 
back upon the primary schools and ad 
ditioiial teacliors ivnuld liave to be en- 
aged. He thought tliat the hiu'h school 
should bo to a certain oxtont selfsuatain- 
ing,"and ho would call on his lion, col- 
league to notv withdraw hia amendmont. 

Mr. Pimbury had no tlesire to press tlic 
amendment, and as he had ventilated the 
juestion he w.nild imw v. itiidia'.v it. 

Mr. Humphreys ivfen-ed to tlie great 
good that hail been done by tlie High 
School, which had turned out 1.") compo- 
tent teachers who were now engaged in 
teaching in tho province. The schools 
were all well carried in; tho princiidi) 
of a high school was tho correct ono, and 
ho hoped tho House woulil not deal with 
tho high school until tliey had all tho 
facts. 

Mr. Pimbury— What have you to say 
or the 21(> childron in the province wlm 

have asked for educational privileges and | 
cannot get tliein. 1 su[i|iose they are to 
remain in a state >ii ignorance. 

Mr. lIuinphroy.s exjiressed regret that 
any children slioiild be denied ediicatiuu- 
al privileges and tliought something ought 
to be done to reach them. 

Mr. Ferguson bolioved that every child 
in tho pro\ inco was entitled to a primary 
education at the hands of the .State, be- 
cause it was an advantage to the cliild. 
Ignorance was the greatest evil a .State 
had to contend with. (Hear.) Mobs, 
penitentiaries andsuch likeare tho result of 
ignorance. Was it hotter to build schools 
or penitontiarios ? Hut if there aro no 
means to give every child a primary cdii- 
cati.JU, was it right tu give a higli class of 
education to a Select class of cliildreii I 
Tho increase in tho sum asked for educa- 
tion was out of all proportion with the in- 
crease (if revenue. The revenue was 
scarcely increasing and whore was an in- 
crease of §0000 for oducation.al purposes 
to be derived? If this contiiuiod the 
wlnde systcniwould fall to pieces liy its 
own_woight. (Hear.) Ho would vote for 
the item becuise, before it was struokout, 
the Kiaiitry sh uiM have a chance to ex- 
[iresa its mind upon it. 

Mr. Smitlie attacked the rem.arks of the 
provincial secretary as lieside tliu ipies- 
tion. While only 1,^ teachers had huen 
turned out of tho high sclioni there were 
hundreds of ciiildren thr.pughmit the pro- 
vince who could got no educational privi- 
leges whatever (hear.) Tlie i>rciviiieial 
secretary seciued to think tliat the wh ile 
(jbjeci; (if eili.v;ali.iaal privileges w.a-i t > 
turn out teacher:!. N'ictoria shmild not 
1)0 tho only phiee in the prnviiice to he so 
highly favnreil, aiitl lie intended to add an 
aiiieiidiiient to tho vote instructing tho 
Government tn take the matter into con- 
sideration. 

Mr. (ialhiL'her a.'ioed with the ro- 
marks uf the meiulor for Carilmo, and 
would support an amendment to tho ef- 
fect that a fee-system should bo establish- 
ed, those paying who were able, as he 
thought any parent v.'ho '.vas able ought 
to be asliameil tn ask the State to puy for 
the education of his children. 

Mr. Wilson s:iid ediic.itional ileliciencics 
in tlie districts could not be remedied liy 
striking off this vote There would have 
to bo a general revision of tho wlmlc 
system. 

Mr. Pimbury — There are over 100 chil- 
dren in my district who cannot get any 
education. 

Mr. Wilson said there were 100 chil- 
dren in Victoria who could not get oduca- 
tifuuil privileges because there wore not 
HulUcient teachers. The average through- 
out the province was onotcacherto 2.T chil- 
dren, while in Victoria there was one 
teacher to (iU children. 

Mr. A'ernon said the basis laid down 
by Mr. Gallagher was tho only true one. 
He would support tho vote as it stoml, 
but ho should also vote for the iiiHtniction 
his boll, friend on his right intended to 
move. The whole of the revenue raised 
in the province was required to defray 
educational charges, while several hun- 
dreds had no means of acquiring oven tho 
alphabet. 

Mr. Williams said the high school was 

a school f(u' tho i>rovinco. There were 
pupils there from the Mainland and from 
the districts. It wiuild be a wmiig thing 
tu interfere v.'ith this school. 

Mr. Mctlillivr.ay said tho high school 
was notliing but a Victoria sclioid. Il was 
a luxury provided for Victoria while ne- 
cessaries wore denied other districts. 

Mr. Holgesou said that unless there was 
an enlargement of the revenue the high 
school must fall. He asked where tho 
enormous expenditure on schools was to 
end? Ho should vote forthoitoin; but 
ho thought tho high school should b'j solf- 
.:upportiiig to a certain extent. 

Mr. Smithe moved to add to the reso- 
lution : 'J'lie committee rocoinmond that 
goveriiiiiont do provido some regulation 
EG as to render tho high school solf-suppurl" 
ing and at the same time provido better 
arrangements for schools in outlying dis-

The chairman having road tho amend- 
ment, Mr. Drumniond said ho would suii-

i^Ir. I^eaven spoko earnestly in support 
of tho item. 

j\Ir. Ash would not support any stop 
that would abolish the high school. Tho 
Provincial Secretary had said that the 
class of education imparted in the public 
schools was of a ptior character. 

Mr. Humphreys explained that ho h.ad 
said the gnveriinieiit ought to get a better 
class of education for the money. 

Mr. Ash — That amm tits to the same 
thing. The ]niblic schools ought to be 
able to inqiart a good class of education 
judging from I'lu cliaracler of the last 
examination. 

Mr. Hiinqdireys thou'ght the system 
slioiild_not he altei oil until the proposed al- 
teration had liecli submitted to tho people. 

Mr. lieunett believed that the position 
taken by the leader of the ojiposition 
would be sustained by the country. Now 
Westminster had asked for a high school 
and it had been denied. Ho (Mr. Bcii- 
iielt) thought that parents who wished to 
•ake adv.int.ige of the higher class (.f 
selioid education they should pay for it. 

Mr. \\'ils(ui said that a very small pro- 
[Hirtion of tlio children of Victoria wore 
educiitod at provincial expense. There 
were luiuierous private schools which ^l ore 
largely patronized. 

Mr. Ferguson said it was dotding with 
a provincial (piestion from a local point of 
view and he would like to soo these potty 
local joalmisies put on one side and the I 
ipiestioii looked at from a provincial stantl- ] 
point. The system is bad antl ought to i 
be altered. ] 

?.Ir. Walkeui proceudod tu review Ihu 
working of tho sclund system from its os- 
tablishiii.'iit by the .McCi'cight govorii- 
lueiit. He thought the request for tho 
aiiieiulment to be withdrawn was worthy 
iif consideration. This was a question 
which would have to be met some day. 
It had attained such proportions that it 
would soon, like Xerxes' army, fall to 
pieces. Tho mistake was ni.ide in '70, con- 
tinued in '77 and '70, in using tho term of 
of high school instead of calling it upper 
branch. If it had been so named ho did 
not bcliovo that a word would fall from 
lion, members about tliis, if it had been 
said that the upper class was in tho brick 
building and tho lower classes m the 
wooden building. Ho discoursed at somo 
length on the uses of learning Latin, Greek 
and mallioiiiatics. He showed that 
for mecbanics practical mtithimiatics wero 
very necessary, and showed that such au- 
thorities as i\lr. Robert Lowe, (Lord Sliel- 
brooke) and Wm. Forster had coiicludod 
that the dead langu.agos wore only useful 
as a means of learning luir own language. 
He referred t.i the' different heads of 
education as t;iuglit iu the public school, 
and showed that nothing was taught tiicre 
which was not more or less required by a 
merchant in his business and gave as his 
opiiiiiui tluit the term "high school" was 
a uii.iiioincr wiiich would lead those who 
were not acqiiainlcd with tho school to 
believe it was a pilace where much higher 
branches of education were taught, as thoy 
aro at the Edi"burgh high school, which 
was well known as almost on a par with 
the universities. 

.Mr. Smithe s;iiil he niust say ho agreed 
with the junior niouiber for Cariboo. 
He was of o|iinioii th.it tliuse advantages 
should not be accorded to a chosen 
few whilst many childron wore tlonied 
tho privileges of a common education. 

The amendment curried — 14 to 9.

It is pitiful to witnes.s the condition 
of tho sun. The great iirc ball is in 
intense commotion. His surface is 

seamed and scarred in every direction, 
with black spots that indicate the dis- 
turbing elements at work in liisciiaotic 
mass. Occasionally, for a day or two, 
tho blemishes disappear, and the glori- 
ous king of day shows a face like a 
sliiclil of glowing gold. But the aspect 
quickly changes ; spots come rushing in 
all directions and assuming all forms. 
Thoy appear singly and in pairs, and 
again in groujis and rows. Imuioiise 
groups break up into small ones, and 
small ones unito to form great chasms, 
into which half a dozen worlds might 
bo dropped and tiiere would still he room 
for more. 

Sometimes the spots are visible to 
the naked eye, and at that time a good 
opnra-glasB or a spy-glass will make 
them easily preceptible. Hundreds o! 
observers nil over the world watch the 
sun's face every clear .lay, and keep a 
record of the number of spots, their 
size, and the direetioii in which they 
move, for aa the sun turns on lihs axis 
they turn with him, soine of tiieiil ro- 
niaiiiing for months without much 
change, some taking on new forms, 
and some disa]ii)earing entirely. Very 
little is known of this mysterious sun 
or the s]iots that are visible more than 
ninety millions of miles away. 

Once in about eleven years tho sun 
takes on his present sun-spot phase, 
and we are approacliing th« maximum 
of disturbances. No one knows the 
cause. 

.Some believe that it is jilanetary at- 
traction, some that it is tho fall of 
great masses of meteoric matter, and 
some that it is the result of internal 
commotion and the rush upward of 
gaseous explosions in comparison with 
which our fiercest volcanic eru])tions 
are but the flicker of a flame. Beside 
tho sun-sjiot agitation, the gaseous out- 
bursts aro marked and vivid. The 
tongues of flame or rosy protuberances 
are darting forth in all directions and 
bearing their testimony to the solar 
commotion. jMr. Trouvolot, of Cam 
bridge, wdio makes daily observation 
of the sun's cliroiiiospliere, gives a 
graphic description of a remarkable 
solar protuberance that he witnessed 
on tho IG of November. When Brst 
seen, it was large and complicated, ex 
tending upward from the sun about 
100,000 miles. 

Three or four hours after it had de 
vtdoped into huge proportion.'?, extend- 
ing far out into space, and vanishin<; 
gradually to regions whore it could not 
be perceived. As nearly as it could be 
measured, it reached a height of over a 
quarter of the sun's diameter, or about 
two hundred and thirty-tive thousand 
miles. Such a protuberance hurled up 
ward from the earth would almost reach 
the moon. Two hours after the whole 
structure had collapsed, and was onlv 
.about eightPOn thousand miles higb. 
Oliservations like this give an idea of 
the mighty forces at work in the .solar 
orb, aiul make observers long for the 
time when a satisfactory solution may 
be found for this mysterious periodical 
solar disturbance, so intimately con 
nccted with tho meteorological condition 
of the earth. 

No leas than 320,007 steerage pn.9- 
sengers, natives of Eurojie, arrived at 
tho port of New York during tho year 
1880. Of these 1 10,000 wont west and 
O.'jOO south, while 1,17,500 remained in 
Now York and 03,000 found homes in 
other cistern states.
